regard Germany as ag@egligeable quantity. 

There are quite enough powers in favor of 
establishing a permanent tribunal of arbi- 

»tratién to give that tribunal a broad founda- 
tion and plenty of work. 

If Germany chooses to stand aside that 
will be Germany’s loss. The question as to 
whether Germany will be able to carry with 
het any allies in such a policy of antagonism 
is a point much debated, but it does not mat- 
ter, even if three or four powers joined Ger- 
many. 

Would Drag Austria Along. 

The only great power that would probably 
be compelled to follow her lead is Austria. 
But the Austrians are loath to be dragged 
into such a course. Both Count Welsersheim, 
first delegate, and M. Lammasch, who is a 
member of the Arbitration subcommittee, 
have done their level best this last week in 
order to convince their Germany colleagues 
that it will be bad policy to oppose arbitra- 
tion. Hence, even if they were compelled to 
follow the German lead, they would doit re- 
luctantly, and their would carry 
with it no moral force. 

Of the third member of the triple alliance, 
it is no longer a secret that in such a case she 
would throw her lot in with the majority of 
the powers. Italy has not been enthusiastic 
of late about the triple alliance, but has 
shown a distinct inclination to coquet with 
France. 
Kaiser Would Be Beaten. 

’ Now that France is in alliance with Rus- 

sia, and is supported by England and the 

United States, the attraction of gravitation 

is irresistible. Should the German Emperor 
decide to do his worst, he might carry with 
him from the conference Turkey, Greece, 
and Roumania, but all the other powers 


would remain firm in support of the tribunal 


of arbitration.

*if unanimity was in the slightest degree 

-necessary for the establishment of an 
arbitral tribunal. It would, no doubt, be 
better if all the powers were agreed, but it 
is certainly not worth while to water down’ 
the purpose of the conference in order to 
obtain reluctant consent of emalevolen¢ 
power.

Will Raise a $50,000 Bonus. 

The proposition now is the raising of $50,- 
000 as a bonus to the Festival committee, to 
assist in building the stadium, if the North 
Side site is accepted. Victor Newhouse, 
who planned the stadium, said yesterday 
that he was personally favorable to the lo- 
cation, because it was almost a duplicate of. 
the site south of the Art Institute that had 
to be abandoned. 

Transportation facilities are wanting at 
the foot of Indiana and Ontario streets, but 
the street railway companies could easily 
provide ample means of access. One fare 
from the West Side and the South Side to 
the stadium, if it be located on the North 
Side, is a necessity to make it a success.

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Manila was built, does not waste much sen- 
timent over a consort, although there is 
usually @ great deal of fuss over a steamer.

Stagg’s pupils, whose batting has not been 
any too good this year, swatted the ball all 
over the lot, gleaning up the total of nine 
good hits off Brown, whose reputation as a 
ae pitcher in the East is of the highest 
order. 

The largest crowd which ever attended a 
baseball game at Marshall Field filled the 
grand stand to overflowing, while the 
bleachers held @& comfortable sized crowd, 
which lavished applause without any par- 
tiality, and while it was made up largely of 
the students of the university and their 
friends it had no scruples in recognizing 
good plays on either side by vociferous 
shouts and applause. There were also sev- 
eral carriages and other rigs, such as have 
not been seen on the field this year. 

The outcome of the game was a surprise 
to every one, but the greatest surprise of the 
day was the pitching by Merrifield. The 
Chicago Captain had not done much work 
in that line this year, but he held the Phil- 
adelphidns down hard, and with the assist- 
ance of the rest of the team, which sup- 
ported him mene 
fear of defeat at ahy stage of the game. 

Brown's pitching was a total failure, and 
mine of the eleven hits were made before 
he was given a seat on the bench. Then, 
too, he presented the varsity with two runs 
which should never have been credited to 
the home team.

Dr, Seaver of Yale Examines the Cham- |

“ Not Nymphs,” Says Dr. Dickinson. 

“The trouble with these figures, in my 
opinion,” said Dr. Dickinson, “is that they 
are not nymphs. A nymph is a creature 
with a perfect figure, and therefore a beauti- 
ful figure. The figure of a true nymph, or 
@ figure of a woman of correct proportions 
wrould be a most desirable contribution to 
any park. These figures were evidently 
‘made from models who were distorted by 
tight lacing. A goddess of mythology was 
@ woman of good figure; these figures, or 
rather some of them, represent women who 
have imperfect development of the shoul- 
ders, and whose waists are abnormally 
small. I dare say the sculptors did true 
work, but they had the handicap of models 
‘In the form of modern women. The figures 
therefore are not of nymphs, but of nine- 
‘geenth century corset victims.”’ 


Art League Promoters Interested.

The most salient fact presented by the 
reports is that the scourge is rife in many 
States because of a lack of stringent sani- 
tary laws. Ignorance.of the danger is given 
as the explanation, and many of the States 
are waiting for an awakening of public in- 


Mississippi, Georgia, and Montana expect 
to pass laws at their next Legislatures aim- 
ing .at exterminating tuberculous cattle. 
Governor Mount in behalf of Indiana prom- 
izes to act as sooh as another State takes 
the initiative, Some States have anti-tu- 
berculoat laws which are ineffective be- 
cause of inadequate appropriations. In 
Ohio, New York, Missour!, and Washington 
cattle are tested and condemned regardless 
of the wishes of cattle owners. Mussachu- 
setts appropriated $75,000 this year for the 
extermination of tuberculous cattle. In that 
States the carcasses of condemned animals 
are buried. Pennsylvania appropriates $50,- 
000 a year for the purpose, and that sum is 
considered insufficient. In Mississippi con-

STORM’S 


DEVASTATION BY NEW RICHMOND 


CYCLONE A GROWING HORROR. 


> 


Identification, 5 and Parts of Other

New Richmond, Wis., June 17.—[Special.]— 
Though the work of searching the ruins left 
by the eyclone of last Monday night has 
not been completed, it is possible now to 

vé with fair accurateness a summary of 
the death and destruction wrought by the 
storm. The official list of known dead con- 
tains 102 names: five unidentified bodies also 
have been buried, besides some parts of 
bodies. It is estimated the bodies still in 
the ruins of people not reported missing 
number at least fifteen, making the total 


loss of life here 125. 
The loss of property in New Rich- 
mond, estimated on the basis of a 


list of individual property-owners who 
lost everything, reaches a total of $550,000. 
To this may be added $200,000 for household 
s and other property hot included in 
the buildings totally demolished. 

The relief fund has reached $35,000 and is 
owing rapidly. St. Paul, Minn., leads with 
12,410; Minneapolis already has given $6,- 
074; Stillwater $2,500, and other cities 
smaller amounts. The largest individual 
subscription was $2,500, from J. J. Hill. Sev- 

eral others have given $1,000 each. 


Fate Seemed to Guide the Storm. 


The cylone gathered itself out of the whole 
of southern Minnesota and Wisconsin and 
fell upon New Richmond.

A turn 
in ite path of 300 yards would have saved 
the town, but it was as if the funnel-shaped 
cloud were a Machiavellian agency guided 
by some iconoclastic hand that steered it 
etraight and released ite terrible energy at 
athe exact moment.

here. The worst is over; the horror is gone; 
but the dead city and its mangled people 
are still present. Fire is a fury, but it would

In- 
stead the people were caught unawares by 
a treacherous assailant, struck from be- 
hind, and beaten down, bruised and bleed- 
ing, by an adversary against whom resist- 
ance was useless.

People Realize Their Danger. 

Every one who saw it recognized the for- 
mation. They had read of it and heard of 
its dangers.

Get in the cellar,” ran through the streets, 
stores, and houses. Scores ran for their 
homes a few blocks away. Others crowded 
into. the basements of the stores. Some 
stood transfixed. Some ran wildly about the 
streets.

The roar of the wind had gone, and ‘not a 
person is to be found who is able to say 
where that ‘whirling funnel of dust and 
timber had gone. Instead of the noise of the 
wind, there was the din of human voices. 
Terrified women and children were weep- 
ing; fathers were calling for their families: 
down under the ruins people were calling 
owed help; the wounded were shrieking in 
The work of rescue. began at once, and 
before night fell the greater part of the dead, 
dying, and injured had been gathered up 
and sheltered in the two remaining churches 
and the schoothouse. Flames sprang up in 
the tindet of the ruins, either from an over- 
turned stove or a flash of lightning, and the 
workers threw themselves in front of its 
advancing lHne, and fought with it for ‘the 
bodies pinned in the wreckage. Night came 
on, but the electric lights were gone. The 
poles, wires; and lamps formed a net of 
traps in the street, into which the rescuing 
stumbled in the darkness. They 
wére guided by the few lanterns they were 
able to find, and by the light of the flames. —

hurt. Even in the cases of those who are 
unhurt there is the same drowsy feeling, 
the same inertia, indifference to surround- 
ings or happenings, inability to accomplish 
anything to an especial purpose, and general 
failure to realize fully what is going on. 
It was noticed everywhere, even when in- 
jured persons lay in the sun upon stretchers 
waiting to be removed from the relief trains, 
while they were being jolted, and with peo- 
ple moving constantly about them and even 
stepping over them, they lay in a half doze, 
only rousing when friends spoke to them.

He now has on his books 
the names of 500 old soldiers and old soldiers’ 
families to whom he is furnishing supplies 
every month. | 

‘The board has no thought of cutting off 
the relief from those who are entitled to it, 
but would like to check the incoming tide 
either by having the law amended or en- 
forced in other counties the same as it is_ 
here. Mr. Healy suggests the law should be 
amended so as to limit the demands for re- * 
lief. | 

“What the terms should be,” he contin- 
ued, “I am not prepared to say. But there 
is no question we are doing more than our 
share,‘and that needy veterans are coming 
all the time from other parts of the country. 
I know.of no other State having such a law 
as ours.

It is an 
easy matter to investigate every case In any 
other county, where the population is not so 
dense and the people all know the condition 
of their neighbors.

They 
mostly date from the Council of Trent, and 
relate to a condition of affairs which does not 
exist in these modern times. Thus, annul- 
ment of marriage was authorized by the 
council in cases where a person married a: 
slave, believing him or her to be free. Then, 
too, annulment jof marfiage was sanctioned 
by this same council in instances where a 
person intended to marry one person, and 
had been deceived by another person being 
put in her or his place, such as in the case of 
Leah and Jacoh. Yet another cause for an- 
nulment was where a Roman Catholic had 
married an infidel, that is to say, a Turkish 
or Buddhist woman, without the latter hev- 
ing been previously baptized, while, if it can 
be shown that a marriage has been preceded 
by the killing either in duel, or through as- 
sassination, of the first husband or former 
wife of either af the parties, then the union 
will be dissolved by the Catholic Church. 
‘The number of marriages thus annuled by 
the Roman Catholic Church averages three 
to four dozen a year, and the statements 
which have been circulated to the effect that 
they mount up to an annual total of over a 
thousand is altogether false. The largest

Mr. Morgan himself says 
nothing. That habit he has. 
His Wall street power—and he is the Wall 
street power—springs from no struts, no 
boasting, no self-proclamation whatsoever. 
He does big things in big ways; but never 
theatrically, Wall street has hosts of lesser 
men, who) doing little things in little ways, 
are in strong contrast with this Morgan 
way of keeping one’s own counsel—this way 
of accomplishing rather than promising, — 
Undoubtedly Mr. Morgan has in hand 
projects quite out of the ordinary, and doubt- 
less, too, there will be disclosures before long 
of results. Some of these may prove, and 
are likely to prove, of consequence enough 
to create Wall street enthusiasm. But 
traders who expect to see the stock mar- 
ket within the next few days given whirls 
are probably not well acquainted with what 


be likely to consent to. it 
Those wiseacres who, knowing nothing, 
profess to know most of Mr. Morgan's plans 
are especially sure that a coal trust deal fs 
ready for announcement. From people out- 
side of the coal trade, knowing nothing of 
coal trade conditions, this representation 
may get some attention. te 
Men who are informed, however, will no 
be much impressed by the good sense of 
Wall street if Wall street is to hearken 
such forecasts. 
Obstacle to Coal Trust. 
One obstacle intrudes upon the coal sit- 
uation quite consequential enough to for- 
bid for some‘time to come anything like 
the successful carrying out of any* plans 
looking to a coal trust. This obstacle is the 
demoralization prevailing and controlling in 
the bituminous coal field. Efforts to have 
it appear that bituminous coal snarls are 
insignificant or temporaty are far apart 
from the facts. hid 
Two or three speculative pools in some 
of the bituminous coal stocks, like Hock- 
ing Valley, are industriously proclaiming 
that good times are at hand in soft coal, as 
elsewhere, but trade authorities worthy 

of confidence say no such thing.

is black; it is not to be calcimined over 
night, either. Anthracite conditions are 
not merely affected by bituminous draw- 
backs, but in so far as coal trust possibill- 
ties are involved, bituminous bad features 
are of consequence beyond what ts ordinari- 
ly disturbing.

This is hardly an opportune time for any 
new industrial stock to be taking liberties 
with speculative and investment sentiment.

‘litical nomenclature of tho latter part of 
‘the days when slavery was in existence 
‘Kentucky, * Tennessee, and Missouri were 
classed with the South, although in the 
‘earlier times all three of these States were 
considered, and rightly so, part of the West. 
t was as Western States tnat Kentucky and 
ennessee, under Speaker Clay, of the 
former State, turmed the scale in favor of 
‘war against England in 1812, and coerced the 
peace-loving Madison, against the counsel . 
of the other man of peace, Jefferson. into the 
adoption of a war policy. It was are a West- 
ern State that the Northern members. of 


‘Congress in 1819-’20 sought to shut slavery 


out of Missouri. 

Geographically speaking, it was in 1788 that 
the West began to have a local habitation 
andaname. That wasthe year in which the 
colony of Manasseh Cutler, Parsons, 
and Rufus Putnam laid the foundations of 
‘Ohio. The pioneers of Kentucky and Ten- | 
nes¢ee had planted settlements im their local- 
ities earlier than this, but Kentucky was 
then regarded merely as an extension of 
‘Virginia, and Tennessee an elongation of 
North Carolina. Ohio, on the other hand, 
as well as the rest of the States of the old 
Northwest Territory, were considered from 
the outset to be embryo commonyealths. 
It was arranged from the begin of their 
existence that these were to be separate 
States, which were to have all the powers 
and to be subject to all the obligations of 
the original thirteen members of the national 
sisterhood. Asa concrete geographical fact 
the West as a locality had its beginning on 
that April day in 1788 when Putnem’s and 


«Parson's Mayflower, with its load of ploneers 


from New England, sailed down the Ohio 
anc planted their settlement at the mouth 
of the Muskingum. 

As a geographical mark the West was a 


continually receding line from the begin- 


ning of the government onward until a 
few years ago, when the Pacific . slope 
started to become widely settled. A hun- 
dred years ago *‘ Out West’ meant any- 
whiere from Rochester or Buffalo south 
to Gordonville, Va., or Greensborough N. 
Cc. The line moved slowly for the next few 
years, but after the introduction of steam- 


| boats on the rivers west of the Alleghenies 


and the advance of the verge of the seitied 
area to the prairie country the march per- 
ceptibly quickened. When Daniel Boone 


‘ died in 1820 the Western verge of the settled 


area of the United States had reached 
him in Missouri.

As Pike’s 
so-called American Sahara, which is in 
reality among the most fertile regions of the 
country, fills up with inhabitants the popu- 
lation center will approach its geographical 
center and render a change in the old polit- 
ical classification of the States even more 
necessary than it is now.

LIVERPOOL WAKING UP. 


BRITISH GRAIN MARKET MAKES A 
TARDY RESPONSE TO OROP NEWS.

Foreign Strength Confirmed in the 
Most Satisfactory Way by Export 
‘Business— Extensive Flour Sales 

: Made at St. Louis and Minneapolis— 
Heavy Primary Movement Is Ig- 
nored—July Corn Easier 
than September. 


The Liverpool strength and the 
demand for cash wheat were the considera- 
tions yesterday on which the wheat market 
had one of its best recent rallies. The Liver- 
pool action was something of a surprise. All 
the crop advices from southeastern Europe 
received during the last two weeks have 
beer of the most sensational character. 
Liverpool, fn common with. other European 
markets, however, has shown but little sym- 
pathy with these crop reports. It was ex- 
pected that Friday’s break on this side would 
be reflected in a Liverpool decline, Instead | 
of that Liverpool opened with %d advance on 
futures and maintained its strength to the. 
close. Paris was fractionally lower. The 
commoniy accepted theory was that Liver- 
pool grain people are being convinced that 
the situation is serious in southeastern Eu- 
rope and are getting satisfactory confirma- 
tion of the reports which have attracted so 
much attention in this country. The best 
possible substantiation of such a theory was 
found in the export demand. A good export 
business was done at Minneapolis, St. Louis, 
and Kansas City. Local business before the 
close of ’Change was figdred at 300,000 bu. 
-The Richardson Grain company was cred- 
‘ited with 100,000 bu, Counselman & Co. with 
100,000 bu, and a lot of 100,000 bu of hard 
wheat was worked by Alexander Nicol. The - 
export demand was not only much improved 
for wheat, but was much better for flour. 
Minnéapolis put the sales of Friday at 80,000 
bris, and St. Louis reported 25,000 bris sold 
for export. Local millers, it is true, were 
net enthusiastic about their flour business, 
and Bartlett-Frazier and Armour & Co., 
both in close touch with the export situa-- 
tion, said that their wheat bids were 2c out 
of line. 

Liverpool Premium 

The Liverpool premium over Chicago is 
something like 13c on wheat against only 5c 
a month ago. As usual on an advance the 
primary movement was ignored. With 
Northwestern receipts of 500 cars greater 


the domestic situation has much less of en- 
couragement for holders than the situation 
abroad. Duluth and Minneapolis had 597 
cars yesterday against 688 a week ago, and 
93 a year ago. Local receipts were 113 cars 
against 137 a week ago and 15 a year ago. 
The local stock is expected to increase 750,- 
000 bu. The vdlume of trade in the pit mar- 
ket was comparatively light during the early 
part of the day. The initial quotations 
shewed an advance of’%d to %d and the low 
prices of the session were %c to %c above 
the elose of Friday. The rally late in the 
day carried July wheat up to 77% bid and 
September up to 79c. C. H. Smith was sup- 
posed to be hammering the market early 
without any great success. The trade was 
disposed to be bullish. 

The fine weather was against the corn 
‘market and apparently there is a tempo- 
rary falling off in the shipping demand, as 
July was September price to a shade lower, 
instead of running at a fractional premium. 
The influence of wheat was toward higher 
prices, however. It is expected that the local 
stock of corn will decrease 850,000 bu and 
that the total stock here will be cut down to 
5,000,000 bu of all grades. Patten and Bart- 
lett-Frazier gave the market good specu- 
lative support during the latter part of the 
sessidn and closing prices were the highest 
of the day.

Narrow Range in Provisions. |

ket was barely steady. Western markets 
had nearly 50 per cent more hogs than a year 
ago. The market at the yards was off 244c 
to 5c. The most noteworthy selling was of 
lard by J. J. Lindman, and of ribs by the 
Chicago Packing company. Shipments of 
lard and meat were again considerably 
heavier than last year. Liverpool reported 
another advance in hams. 

Some of the big bulls were active in oats, 
and made prices about %c higher as com- 

pared with Friday. The leaders on the buy- 
ine side were Bartlett-Frazier and Patten. 
The demand for both futures and cash was 
good. Receipts were free at 324,500 bu, as 
compared with 185,900 bu on the correspond- 
ing day last year. Shipments were 200,400 
bu, as against 349.200 bu. Rye continues 
strong but inactive because of light offer- 
ings. No. 2 regular was nominally 6lc, 1c 
higher. For July 6lc was bid 62c asked. 
September sold sparingly at , clos- 
ing at the outside price. Barley 
decidedly strong, with a brisk demand for 
the light offerings.

Architect Discusses the Issue of the 
Employment of General Contractors 
as Against Subcontractors—Real 
tate Transfers in Leading Cities of 
the Country During May Are Fa- 


yorable — Sales and Leases of the |

Dankmar Adler contributes an article to 
the current issue of the Inland Architect 
and News Record on ** The General Contrac- 


» tor from the Standpoint of the Architect,” 
in which he discourages the employment of 


s general contractor in building. He says | 


‘that better results are obtained when the 


owner lets the work to. individual con- 
‘tractors. 

“First,” Mr. Adler says, “ the + 
contractor will not employ subcontractors 
without being compensated for such employ- 

“ment by the owner of the building. If 
the work is charged to the owner at a price 
for which he could hire !t donehimself from 
the same eubcontractors, then by reason 
of the commission retained by the general 
contractor. from the amount paid the sub- 
contractors, the subcontractors receive 
smaller compensation for their work, and 
will endeavor—generally with success—to de- 
duct the difference fromthe quality of the 
work performed. If, on the other hand, 
the general contractor pays the subcon- 
tractors the same price which the subcon- 
tractors would charge the owner, then the 
owner pays in addition to what he would 
pay were he to employ the subcontractors 
direct, the commission which the general 
contractor considers a just equivalent for 
his services. 
' Contractors and Subcontractors. 
*" “Tf, as is frequently the case, the sub- 
‘contractors have little or no confidence in 
either the solvency or the honesty of the gen- 
eral contractor, then the subcontractors em- 
ployed will charge the general contractor 
a higher price than they. would charge the 


‘owner of the building for the same service, _ 


and for the purpose of successful competi- 
‘tion in price a general contractor of this 
type is compelled to employ as subcontract- 
ors men of inferior standing in their re- 


~ 


*“gpective crafts. 


“From the foregoing {t will be seen that 
in all cases where subcontractors are em- 
ployed by general contractors the owner, 
under the most favorable condition, pays 
more for his work than he otherwise woypld. 
_ His compensation is assumed to be the 

chance that the general contractor may ac- 
‘complish some mysteriously advantageous 
_gomething, unattainable without such em- 

ployment, while under less favorable condi- 
» tions the owner will suffer at once by having 

to pay more money and receiving much less 
equivalent therefor in the matter of quality 
of material and workmanship than would be 
the case were he to employ the various minor 
contractors himeelf. 

“ Again, where many subcontractors serve 
under the control and supervision of a gen- 
eral contractor, and their responsibility to 
the owner and his architect is a secondary 
one, based upon their primary allegiance to 


' the general contractor, to whom they look 


for payment for their services, there will re- 
“sult a notable impairment of the efficacy of 
the architect’s control and supervision of the 
work, and consequently deterioration of the 
quality of the building.”’ :

FINANCIAL FORRGAST. 


We have not built many new railroads of late. 
Coniderable time has elapsed since we were man-— 
ufacturing many railway secutities. The supplies 
are being exhausted, comparatively speaking. 
- We have not had enough for export, but, on the 
pcontrary, have brought many of them back from 
Europe. Meanwhile the country has been growing 
in wealth and the investing power of the people 
is constantly expanding. Already there is com- 

‘parative scarcity of railway securities. Bonds 
have advanced so much that they do not now 
‘yleld such incomes as money ought to be worth In 
& new country slike ours. Investments therefore 
will find their way into St. Paul, Burlington, Penn- 
Sylvania, and New York Central. These valuable 
securities will ultimately disappear from the spec- 
ulative arena, and those rallway shares which we 
do not now name in this column will occupy spec- 
ulative attention. The St. Paul company will in- 

crease its rate of dividend and grow with the 
growth of the Northwest until its shares sell above’ 
the present level of Lake Shore shares. As new 
railway securities are not coming out, and bust- 
ness conditions are altogether satisfactory, and 
Promise to be for a number of years, there is no 
other direction in which sensible investments can 
KO, and, therefore, there is nothing to undermine 
the railway security market. Certain financial 
writers, including the courteous and capable brok- 
ers who are supposed to reflect Mr. Keene's views, 
have seemed to fear that the exports of gold and 
the reduced winter wheat crop will not modify 
this relation of railway securities to the invest- 
ment public.

The Industrial 


The more we consider the industrial consolida- 

tions the more beneficial they appear. They will 
benefit not only theirCbwn stockholders, but the 
country at large. By eliminating local manage- 
ments they are able to secure the best managers 
im their respective lines of business. This will 
enable them to manufacture at low cost, and keep 
them in a position to export their manufactured 
products. Tipe basis of consolidation is almost 
invariably protective, as far as the preferred 
stocks are concerned. We advise those who will 
avoid marginal operations and take permanent 
investments to select the preferred shares. A 
similar opportunity to realize the per cent or more 
will not occur again in the present generation, be- 
cause there cannpt be another ara of industrial 
consolidations.

TRAINED AS A DIPLOMAT. . 
Oom Paul has attained his present promi- 
nence as soldier, statesman, and diplomat 
by sheer force of his strong character and 
his shrewd intellect. He fitted himself for 
affairs of State by hard and conscientious 
work in the Executive Council for ten years 
revious to the war of independence in 1881. 
He it was who planned the uprising of 1880, 
and to his master mind was due the suc- 
cess of the brief but bloody campaign which 
ended with the battle of Majuba Hill in 
February, 1881. As President of the re- 
stored republic he secured and signed the

dialect more inelegant than Pennsylvania 
Dutch, and harder to learn than Chinese, is 
the official language of the country and the 
one taught in the public schools. He‘'un- 
derstands English perfectly, but never 
speaks it, and all conversations betweén 
himself and the British envoys are carried 
on through an interpreter.’ In 1894 Johan- 
nesburg had an elected Board of Health, 
which board was becoming every day more 
powerful.

Oom Paul is an eloquent speaker in his 
way, which is said to be much after the 
manner of Abraham Lincoln. He has Lin- 
coln’s faculty of pointing similes and telling 
an apposite anecdote. This is his fourth 
term as President, and he will continue to 
be reélected as long as he lives. Shortly 
before the last election an American tour- 
ist in Johannesburg asked a prominent Boer 
if he intended to vote for Kruger. The Boer 
was simply astonished. ‘‘Oom Paul is my 
father,”” he said; ‘‘ how should I not vote 
for him?” And this, so far as can 
judged, is the sentiment of his whole people. 

No flatterer Would call him a handsome 
man. Over six feet high, Oom Paul is fat 
and unwieldy, and so loses the commanding 
aspect which his height should give, Ordi- 
narily his small bright eyes are hidden by 
the heavy lids, yet they can sparkle when 
he warms in debate, and his seventy-four 
years have in no degree weakened his intel- 
lect. It is only when he speaks that his 
shrewd, keen, dogged common sense comes 
out and that one understands the deter- 
mined character of the man, who, Hike Gen- 
eral Grant, can fight it out on one line, no 
matter how long it may take. e is 
ited with possessing more power of stub- 
born resistance, combined with daring will 
power, than any other man in the Trans- 
vaal. It is natural that William, Prince of 
Orange, should be his favorite hero. . 

Though a dictator, he lives in democratic 
simplicity in his own house at Pretoria, the 
capital city of the Transvaal. The govern- 
mental buildings are pretentious and showy, 
but the house fs a low-built structure of the 
ordinary south African style, with a ver- 
anda in front, and shaded by trees and 
shrubs.

When he left the Transvaal on the occasion 
of his first trip to Europe he wore the garb 
of an ordinary south African farmer—a low- 
crowned hat, short jacket, and shoes of un- 
tanned leather. On his return he surprised 
the crowd which met him by appearing in 
high hat, black frock coat, and patent 
leather shoes. Nowadays he usually wears 
a loose sack coat and top boots, and his gar- 
ments are not often new. Mme. Kruger 
is even plainer and less pretentious than her 
husband. For her frequent: walks in the 
streets of Pretoria she generally wears a 
black silk gown of the simplest cut, to 
‘which occasionally is added the black silk 
apron which is part of her indoor attire. 
Her head covering is a plain black silk hood, 
and she may fairly be described as a typi- 
cal Boer tanta.”

If it proves successful it will solve the 
problem of down-town transportation.

serves. The play is not great, but it is 

- @istinctive, it is American, and it points the 
way to a time when Europe cannot deny the 
existence of the American drama. It.is a 
mistake to call a poor play a good one, be- 
cause it happens to be written by a native 
playwright, but it is a worse error—and one 
often committed—to turn the cold shoulder 
upon a play because its author, being! an 
American, has chosen work with Anierican 
materials. 

This land of ours is rich in the local colors 
which lend themselves to the craft of the 
dramatist as well as to that of the novelist, 
but stage literature has not kept pace with 
‘§ts companion of the realm of letters: The 
fact has been patent enough, but the cause 
has not been easy to find. Possibly, ‘after 
all, the explanation lies so near the surface 
that it has been overstepped. It may be 
that: from the wealth of the new material 
has come the crudity of tts treatment, its 
forces lending themselves too early to the 
building of the flashy melodrama. | When 

a carpenter has entered’a field the artist is 
apt to avoid “he territory. We have had 
plays in which tye villain figured as a high- 
wayman holding up a Western stage coach, 
and we have found the hero in the various 
guises of miner, cowboy, and soldier.: Some- 
how the sight has deterred the careful play- 
wright from considering the immense’ West- 
ern and Southwestern country as sources 
from which he could draw inspirations.

This year will see the 
university take an entirely new departure 
by entering upon a summer session of six 
‘weeks, during July and August, in addition 
to its regular fall and spring semesters of 
eighteen weeks each.

Its eastern facade 
has a frontage of 200 feet, and a depth, in- 
cluding the bookstack wings, of 160 feet. 
It is built of the buff Bedford limestone in 
the Ionic order of architecture, with facades 

on three sides. Its bookstacks.will have the 
endérmous capacity of 480,000 volumes, The 
university Mbrary is to occupy the north 
part of this bullding (toward Lake Mendota), 

together with the Hbrary of the Wisconsin 

Academy of Sciences, and such other li- 

braries ‘as may be deposited there. The li- 

brary of the State Historical society, which 
is to occupy the southern portion of the 
building, contains 190,000 titles, and is’ one 

of the best historical libraries in the ceun- 

“try. President W. R. Harper of the Univer- 

sity of Chicago saysof it: “ The library of 

the Wisconsin State Historical society is 

one of the best things that have been done 

for scholarship in the West. Its admirable 

selection of material makes it rank with 

the few really great Hbraries of America.” 

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt says: ‘‘I can 

conscientiously say that I don’t think in the 

entire country there is a single historical 

society which has done better work for 

American history. and, but one or two can 

rank with it at all.” It is safe to say that 

no university in America will be able to 

boast such an ample and magnificent library 

building, and only a few will have access to 

such a magnificent Mbrary—and it was Car- 

lyle who said; The true a 

collection of books.’’ 

In contrast with the classic 
of the library building are the stern Norman 
towers and battlements which characterize 
the great armory and gymnasium that looks 
down on the parade ground from the north. 
This massive building, built in 1894, is 200 
feet long, 100 feet wide, and three stories in 
height. It is probably the best equipped 
gymnasium in the West, and it is the largest 
university gymnasium in the country. The 
entire second floor of the building is given up 
‘to an, unobstructed hall, 165x95 feet, which 
is not only the.main drill hall and gymna- 
sium, but the great family room of the uni- 
versity as well.‘ It is in fact the only room 
at the university in which the entire body 
of faculty and students can be brought to- | 
gether. During the next university year. 
once each month the entire university will 
assemble here to Msten to brief addresses by 
the President and by members of the fac- 
ulty and for the singing of songs. | 

In the third story of thé gymnasium build- 
ing is a great ball cage almost as large as | 
the main drill hall. Besides offices, gun- 
room, bowling alleys, lockers, and baths, the 
building contains @ great tile-lined swim- 
ming tank eighty feet in length and twenty 
in breadth. In the trophy-room @re treas- 
ured the trophies which haVe been won by 
the representatives of the capémal in many 
athletic contests.

| Ample buildings with adequate equipment 
are essential to the healthy life of every uni- 
versity, but they are after all only the 
‘body of the institution. Its success is even 
more dependent upon its President and fac- 
ulty, who are the soul of the institution. 
‘The phenomenal advances of the University 
of ‘Wisconsin in late years are in large meas- 
ure due to the wisdom, foresight, and ex- 
cellent judgment of its President, Dr. 
Charles Kendall Adams, who has long occu- 

pied a foremost place among the educators . 
of the country. The many qualities which 
are required to insure success in a college 
President would seem to be indicated by the 
fact that some twenty American colleges are 
now diligently searching for executive 
heads. Dr. Adams, by his experience as the 
President of Cornell Untversity, was par- 
ticularly fitted for the duties of his present 
‘position. As he has himself been well 
known as a writer of historical subjects, 
he has ever emphasized the fact that it is 


the duty of the university not only to teach 


but ‘to explore the domain of knowledge and 
enrich the world by its discoveries, Orig- 
} inal research has been encouraged and the 
work of the graduate school strengthened. 

Taking advantage of the generous pro- 
vision made by the Wisconsin Legislature. 
the university now issues under the name. 
of the Bulletin of the University of Wiscon- 
sin a series of publications in which many 
of the investigations by professors and 
students are put in permanent form. These 
bulletins include a series devoted to science, 
one devoted to history and economics, an- 
other to language and literature, and lastly 
a technical series known as the engineering 
series. Other scientific publications which 
are edited at the university are the Publica- 
tions of the Washburn Observatory, the Bul- 
letins of the Wisconsin Geological and Nat-. 
ural History Survey, the Transactions of 
the Wisconsin Academy of Sciences, the 
Pharmaceutical Review, the Wisconsin 
Journal of Education, and the voluminous 
reports of the Wisconsin Agricultural Ex- 
periment Association.

professors and assistant professors and 
thirty-three instructors and assistants give 
instruction in the College of Letters and 
Science.. As compared with most large uni- 
versities, the faculty of the University of 
Wisconsin is made up of young men, the 


professors being but 42 years.. A majority 
of them have received their training in the 
great Eastern universities at Cornell, Johns 
Hopkins, Yale, and Harvard, and the fa- 
mous German universities. Over 50 per 
cent of them have been granted a degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy from either the Ger- 
man or the great American universities. 
The salaries of the members of the instruc-

the State the university admits its students 
on certificates from duly accredited high 
schools or upon examination: The ‘accred- 
ited schools, which are periodically visited 
by delegates from the university faculty, 
are examined with reference to the work 
which they are doing.’ ‘The high school 
principals and the county superintendents 
as well have of late years been gttracted 
to Madison to attend the interscholastic 
meet, which occurs in May and in which the 
high school pupils compete in field and 
athletic contests. The outcome has been 
a closer union of the high schools and the 
university, and a convocation of school- 
masters, in which professors, principals, 
and superintendents meet to discuss sub- 
jects of mutual interest, has become estab- 
lished as an annual event in the educational 
life of.the State. Three such annual con- 
vocations have. now~- been held, and the 
faculty of the university has enter- 
tained its guests at a banquet at the 
close of each convocation. This new de- 
parture, which will tend to draw into 
closer relations ‘the different parts of the 
educational system of the State, must react 
to greatly increase the oe of the sys-

THE GENERAL SCHEME. 


The University of Wisconsin as now or- 
ganized embraces the two departments of 
graduate and undergraduate studies. Both 
graduate and undergraduate courses are 
given in the several colleges and schools of 
the institution. The four colleges of the 
university are the College of Letters and 
Science (including the School of Economics, 
Political Science, and History, the School of 
Education, and the Washburn Observatory), 
the College of Mechanics and Engineering, 
the College of Law, and the College of Agri- 
culture.

AUBREY BEARDSLEY A CATHOLIC 


Imogen Guiney Says His Devos 
tion Was Deep and Piety 
Was Fervid.

Aecording to a United 
States government report there is some con- 
fusion as-to the relative positions 6f the 
fsiands in the central Caroline group. It is 
bable that the most accurate maps and 
@ most accurate knowledge of these isles 
of the sea are in possession of this govern- 
ment, which once carefully surveyed the 
whole land and water territory. It is a 
matter of common naval report that Uncle¢ 
Sam knows much more about Germany's 
recent purchase than does Germany itself. 
A*little north and west of Jamestown har- 
bor lie the Truk or Hogolu Islands. This 
large group forms the heart of Kaiser 
Wilhelm’s Pacific island possessions. There 
are a round dozen first-class anchorages of | 
moderate water depth in and about the | 
Truk group. The islands afford, perhaps, 
better advantages than any of the other 
Carolines for coaling stations and supply 
bases. It should be said, however, the | 
Jamestown harbor can be fortified so as to. 
make it well nigh impregnable. : 
The Pelew Islands are the most westerly of | 
the German possessions. They are not far 
from the Philippines, and the fact that there 
are some good harbors there and plenty of 
chances for fortification is doubtless of 
much satisfaction to Germony. 
Northeast of the Pelews lies the Island of 
Yap or Guap. On the southeast coast there | 
is one of the best harbors to be found in any 
of the smaller Pacific isles. The natives of 
this place are far in advance of their broth-— 
ers of the other.groups. They have them- 
selves improved the harbors along the coast, 
going to the extent of building substantial 
stone piers. Both the Pelew and Yap 


Islands frown upon the Philippines. Naval 


authorities believe that these places will re- 
ceive first attention from Germany in the 
fortification line. There is another little 
group of islands not far. from Yap called 
Ascension by the French. These bits of 
land are not shown upon many maps. They 
are of particular interest just now because 6f 
the fact that on them are many ry 
In 1851 missionaries were sent out from this 
country to the Ascension Islands and have 
remained there ever since. 

Uncle Sam has the best island in the La- 
drone group. It is Guam, and upon its coast 
are four good harbors. The rest of the four- 
teen Ladrone Islands now belong to Ger- 
many. The ten northernmost islands are 
uninhabited, a fact, however, which in no 
way will prevent their fortification or use 
as bases of supply by Germany. In case of 
trouble the United States garrisons at Guam

‘He had a good stock of energy and per 
severance, plenty of common sense, and a 
good head for business.

There was nothing 
extraordinary in the fact that Judas kissed 
the Messiah, because this mode of salutation 
was as common in those days as a hand- 
shake is today. Jesus, the reformer, how- 
ever, did not look upon a ki¢s as a mere 
formality, but as a token of love, and he 
therefore asked Judas: “ Do you betray the 
son of man with a kiss?’ and hence the 
Judas kiss, this token of treachery, has 
become proverbial. 

From the Jews the kiss passed to the

limitations of a kiss disappeared gradually. 
Luston describes in his biographies of twelve 
Emperors the kissing mania of his times. 
The abuse became so prevalent that Augus- 
tus and Tibertus issued edicts against kiss- 
ing. At great banquets the lips of the serv- 
ing maids were kissed by every guest so often 
as there were letters in the name of the 
host or of the guest in whose honor the feast 
was given. | 
Homer describes how the servants of the 
noble Odysseus kissed his head, shoulders, 
and hands, and he also states with his 
usual exactness which class of servants was 
entitled to do homage in this manner and 
which class had to be satisfied with a hand- 
shake. Thus in Rome it was customary to 
kiss the head, the hands, the tunica, or the 
feet of: prominent men, according to the 
rank- of those who saluted. In the begin- 
ning of the imperial era a prominent Roman 
could not appear in public but that he was 
almost devoured by his admirers. Diocletian 
introduced the kiss of honor which was given 


by the Emperor for particular merits in the 


public welfare, just as decorations are given 


_ In Courts of Law. 

The ancient Teutons observed the kiss 
solely as a' symbol of love and friendship. 
With them, as with the Anglo-Saxon race 
today, the firm handshake was the usual 
form of salutation in public. In medieval 
times the kiss became the symbol of other 
sentiments. The vassal had to kiss the 
sword of his feudal lord. The ‘ osculum 
giadii correct!” was the symbol of fealty. 
In courts of justice the crucifix on the Bible 
was kissed, a custom still extant in Eng- 
lish courts and in the magistrates’ courts of 
New York. In the latter, by the way, the 
innovation has just been introduced to have 
Bibles with celluloid covers, which are wiped 
with a wet sponge by the bailiff after each 
administration of the oath. 

In Austria it is considered good breeding 
to kiss the hand of women. The sterner sex 
has to be satisfied with the verbal “ kizes 
your hand.” In Italy the hand-kiss among 
women is a sign of great intimacy, and 
therefore restricted to close friends. In

SORRY FOR SOLDIERS 


They Are Not Dressed Nor 
_ Fed for,a Campaign in 
the Heat.

N private letters received from English- 
men at Manila, I find the utmost sym- 
pathy expressed for the American 
troops in connection with the condl- 
tions under which they are fighting the 

Particular stress is laid in these 

letters upon the fact that neither officers 

nor men are provided with kits for use in 


trepical countries, and that they are actual- | 


ly cagrying on that jungle warfare, which is, 
of all forms of campaigning, the most ardu- 
ous, with no other protection from the blaz- 
ing tropical sun than the regulation felt hat, 
which is all very well for use in this country, 
but totally unsuited for the Orient. I 

seems that there is but one officer, Genera 

Lawton, if I remember rightly, who rejoices 
in the possession of that most indispensable 
form of headgear—namely: a solar topee, 
which he was wise enough -to purchase on 
his way to Manila, but which his staff are 
entreating him to doff on the ground that it 
renders him too conspicuous for his safety 
from the bullets of the native sharpshooters. 


‘Nay, if I am to believe the letters which I 


receive from Manila, a large part, if not all, 
the American troops now in the Philippines 
are garbed, not in the so-called khaki uni- 
forms: worn by the forces under General 
Shafter in Cuba, but in the heavy cloth regi- 
fientals which are the regulation garb of 
Uncle Sam's soldiers. Finally, it is stated 
by these English correspondents of mine, 
who have spent the greater portion of their 
life In what is known as the far East, that 
the rations served out to the troops are un- 
suited to the climate, consisting in the main 
of canned meats and foods. In fact, no due 
allowance appears to be made for the fact 
that the men are campaigning in the tropics 


- instead of in the United States. 


Life in the Orient is so entirely differeng 
from that in the United States and in Eu- 
rope, and it is.so difficult to retain there the 
oustoms, the habits, and the methods of 
existence which prevail here, especially if 
ene wishes to preserve the health of mind, 
as well as of body, that a few words on the 
eubject from one who has spent some years 


~ $n the far East may possibly prove useful 


for those who are either. proceeding to 
America’s new colony in the China seas, 
or who are starting off on the trip now #o 
fashionable, around the globe. 


Flannel’s Many Virtues. 


If there is one thing more than another 
that contributes to the preservation of the 
health of white folk in the far East it is 
I dare say that this utterance will 


motherly and sufficiently trivial to call forth 
asmile. But there is no greater element of 
protection from the various maladies of the 
Orient than this homely fabric, and if there 
has been less sickness among the American 
soldiers in the Philippines than might be 
expected from the fact @hat they are not 
seasoned to the climate, and from the ab- 
sence of suitable kits and food, it may be 
ascribed to the fact that they all of them 
wear flannel shirts. I have frequently 
found in England young officers and civil- 
fans proceeding for the first time to India, 
and further east, who, lacking the necessary 
experience, considered it necessary to lay 
in vast stores of the thinnest kind of gauze 
silk underwear and the flimsiest silk or 
linen pajamas. Yet no sooner do they reach 
their destination than they find these arti- 
cles not only useless, but absolutely danger- 
ous. Should these clothes become in the 
least bit moist from the effects of perspira- 
tion—the damp heat at Manila, for instance, 
is something frightful—and if then the 
slightest breath of wind or draft strikes the 
wearer, he is ligble to be prostrated, if not 
by pneumonia,“or by dysentery, at any rate

We would fill one of the porous 
rthenware bottles with water of the nor- 
“Mal temperature—namely, lukewarm—cork 
it, then envelope it with a wet cloth and 
fasten a cord about a yard long tightly 
around its neck. One of the native attend- 
ants was thereupon instructed to keep the 
jug swinging at the end of the cord round 
and round in a circle. No matter how hot’ 
the wind, or how blazing the sun, the effect 
of the current of air thus created against 
the wet cloth had the effect almost of icing 
space of 

about ten minutes. 

1k Dangers of Cotton and Silk. 

It will be readily understcod, therefore, 
that the human body, if arrayed in linen, 
cotton ,or silk that-is moist through perspira- 
tion, is exposed to the same icing process as 
the bottle if subjected to any draft whateo- 
ever. That is why all old-time residents in 
the Orient invariably wear thick flannel 
next to their skin in preference to either 


+ SUK, cotton, linen, or any filmsy fabric, the 


, in particular, being of a particu- 

riy heavy kind of wool. That is why, too, 
one finds those Arabs of the Soudanese and 
Sahara Deserts, and along both shores of 
the Red Sea arraying themselves in blank- 
ets and burnous of.the coarsest xpecies of 
wool, which is the one fabric that does not 
retain the moisture, but permits it to evap- 
orate quickly and without danger to the 
body. There are many Europeans, as wéil 
as natives, who, as an additional protection 
against dysentery and those other stom- 
achic ailments which constitute nine- 
tenths of the maladies of the East, wear 
big belts of flannel around the waist and 
next to the skin. All this may sound friv- 


olous, but it is a matter of life and death in« 
the Orien 


t. 

Another important precaution that is 
necessary in tropical countries is to protect 
as far as possible the head and the back of 
the neck from the rays of the sun. It is on 
this account that white men, women, and 
children throughout Asia invariably wear 
peculiarly .constructed helmets or hats, 
made either of pith or of the lightest kind 
of linen-lined straw, the principal features 
in this headgear being the protection of the 
nape of the neck, the abundance of ventila- 
tion, and the impenetrability to the rays of 
the sun. These so-called solar topees are 
ao constructed as to allow the air to circu- 
late freely between the hat and the head, 
anda until receiving the letters I have from 
Manila about the felt hats of the American 
soldiers in the Philippines I did not imagine 
that it was possible for white troops to do 
any campaigning in the Orient without the 
regular topee of the white man in the East. 
Let me add here that two other preserva- 
tives from sunstroke or heat apoplexy in 
the Orient are extreme temperance in the 
use of liquors and the perfect working or- 
der of the digestion. If the latter is out of 
rear its owner may be said to take big 
chances of a sunstroke or of heat apoplexy. 


Tiffin and Indigestion. 
“his question of digestion brings us to the 
‘gratter of food, It is hardly necessary to say 
that the meals of white folk in the Orient 
differ radically from those in this country. 
The heavy Anglo- on breakfast, with its 
chops and its eggs 4nd bacon and its steak, 
game pies, etc., is dispensed with, and but 
littie fs eaten until luncheon or tiffin, which 
‘$=-the principal meal of the day, and usually 
partaken of in the neighborhood of noon. 
The chief ingredient of tiffin ie rice, sea- 
soned, if I may use the expression, by deli- 
etous curries in ordef to render it palatable. 
The curries differ, but the rice remains the 
same day by day, and there Is no tiffin table 
of ahy white man throughout the far East, 
be §t in the house of the rich or the poor, that 
i ever set without its dish of rice and curry, 
Sometimes the rice and curry are cold. But 
they are wholesomer hot, and the rice die:

Mrs. Astor’s Lovely Gowns. 
I must tell you about some of the lovely 
gowns of Mrs. John Jacob Astor, who came 
from Paris a few weeks ago.) 
One of the sweetest of her toflets is a dot- 
ted Swiss muslin, snowy and cloudy, and 
most gracefully made with ruffles and ruch- 
ings of thesame.

troubles. No one who has not been out in 
the East can form an idea of the delicacy 
and savor of a first-class curry, with its em- 
bellishment of ‘Bombay duck,’ which, by 
the by, is not a bird, but a fish, or can realize 
the perfection to which the cooking of plain 
boiled rice, each grain separate from the 
other, can be carried. But little meat is 
eaten, and what there is of it should be fresh, 
not canned. The meat is restricted to beef, 
game, poultry of one kind and another, mut- 
ton being an unknown delicacy in the trop- 
ics. I need hardly say that no one touches 
pork, since no amount of nature’s. chemical 
processes could possibly transform the offal 
upon which these scavengers feed into 
hygienic food. In fact, one would as soon 


low pariah dogs which infést every Asiatic 
city as to sit down toa dish of Oriental! pork. 
Vegetables and fruits, of course, abound, 
some of the latter being of the most luscious 
description. There is one fruit in particular, 
known as the mangustine, which can neither 
be grown anywhere else save in the tfopical 
districts of Asia nor even brought either to 
the United States or Europe, although re- 
peated efforts have been made to convey 
some to England gor Queen Victoria to taste.

The Punkah Wallah, 
Another feature of life In the Orient its the 
midday siesta. The sun is at its fiercest dur- 
ing the early part of the afternoon. Thé re- 
sult is that all the work that there is to be 
done is accomplished between 7 o'clock in 
the morning and tiffin, time, which may be 
described as the office hours of the Orient. 
After tiffin everybody goes-to sleep, business 
of every kind being ata stahdstill. The heat 
is to a certain extent tempered by the pun- 
kahs. which In their wet anvas coverings 
swing regularly to and fro in midair, fanning 
the sleeper. I do not know what one would 
do without punkahs in the Orient. They 
render life bearable, and they are kept going 
not only in the bedroom when one is asleep, 
but in the dining-room at dinner and tiffin, in 
the offices when men are at work, in church 
when they are attending divine worship, and 
even in the railroad cars when they are trav- 
eling. Many mechanical devices have been 
attempted to furnish a motive 
than human to these punkahs. But none of 
them have succeeded. For there is a knack 
possessed by the punkah wallah, as the 
servant charged) with keeping the punkah 
going is styled, which no machine can ever 
hope to attain. 
After the siesta comes the sponge bath, and 
then either driving, riding, visiting, polo 
playing. or any other of those pastimes 
and sports by means of which the white folks 
endeavor to while away the ennui of Asiatic 
life and to keep their bodies in sound condi- 
tion.
